NE who has never seen Madame Jeanne Lanvin, but 

who is often in Paris, receives the impression that 

she must be something of a grenadier. For here is a 
woman who is almost appallingly active. One hears of her 
visiting some little-known cathedral in Italy in search of in- 
spiration, or decorating a new theatre in Paris, or staging a 
style show in Stockholm, or organizing and conducting the 
couture section of the Decorative Arts Exposition, or attend- 
ing personally to the fitting of customers’ dresses, or search- 
ing the art museums of Spain for a new colour, or whatnot— 
it is always something! 

Then, perhaps, one meets her—no easy thing, because she 
is away from Paris so much and is so occupied when at 
home, preparing for her next excursion into strange lands 
and is rather astonished to find her not at all the Amazon 
type one expected, but, on the contrary, physically small. She 
is scarcely of average height and is delicately built. And 
one is suprised, too, to discover in her a certain old-fash- 
ionedness of personal appearance that is as far apart from 
her professional ideas of dress and decoration as day is from 
night. 

In fact, there is just a touch of emphasis in this appearance 
that suggests premeditation. It is as though Madame Lanvin 
had said to herself: ‘Everybody knows that I have been de- 
signing dresses in Paris since the year 1890.

_ Those who go to these enchanted shores of the Adriatic dur- 
ing the season go to take a daily swim, to play tennis, to dance, 
and, above all, to take the sun cure for which the Lido is be- 
coming increasingly famous. And there is a special régime 
that most of the smart world follows. It begins with the arrival 
at one’s cabane, towards midday, when one changes one’s frock 
lor a bathing-costume and goes in for a dip.

BADEN-BADEN 


“Horses, Horses, Horses’ Is the Burden of the Song 


HERE is an old saying—‘Europe has two capitals, Paris 

and Baden-Baden.” And, once a year, for a little time, the 
saying comes true in this town in the Black Forest of Germany. 
It is not the cure, famous though it may be, but the horses 
that bring this about. For the town of lovely gardens and green 
allées through which flows the little river of the Oos comes to 
animated life during Race Week. The cure is forgotten, the 
régime is broken. Only the “Wildbad,” that refreshing, soothing 
luxury of hot water sprayed over hot sand, is indulged in, not 
as a medicinal discipline, but as a delightful pick-me-up. 


By the river banks, people walk up and down —— 


in the green gardens, under the catalpa-trees, 
discussing the races of yesterday. Or, inside the 
Stephanie Hotel, in the centre of Baden-Baden, 
near the Kurhaus and near the International 
Club, they sit eating blackberries and cream 
and discussing form for to-morrow. 

On the hill above the town, framed in tall 
Bavarian pines, is the castle where His 
Majesty the King of Sweden has been staying 
for the races. Several parties have been given 















for him; one by the Ruben Sassoons, at the Stephanie, at, which 
were present the Duchess of Villa Rosa, Baroness Cederstrom, 
Lady Ludlow, Miss Maxine Elliott, and Mr. Alfred Anson. 

Mrs. Walter Rosen, from New York, gave another party, 
at which she looked like her recent Academy portrait by Oswald 
Birley, with her delicate pale face framed in masses of blond 
cendré hair and her dress in the same tone.

ODERN lingerie is designed with one idea in mind—that

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N the old days, a négligée was a négligée, and

Its 
audience was limited, too, and so, unless it 
formed part of a trousseau or its owner was very 
rich indeed, it was apt to be “made in the house.” 

To-day, négligées are as varied as the moods 
and occasions of a smart woman’s indoor life. In 
deference to her increased sophistication, few 
négligées are trimmed with lace ruffles or any- 
thing so obvious. Many of the best are in colours, 
materials, and lines that had no relation to the 
boudoir of the past. A whole complicated division 
of the négligée family is built around the pyjama 
idea, not current at all in decorous bygone days, 
even for ladies to sleep in. And, since négligées 
have attained such variety, complexity, and im- 
portance, it is no wonder that the important Paris 
creators now think them worth their best efforts. 


NEGLIGEES OF TWO CLASSES 


Négligées are divided into two broad classes— 

those strictly for boudoir use and those to be 
worn at the tea-hour or for informal dinner 
in one’s own house. And here is where a great 
many women make mistakes. Failing to appreci- 
ate this distinction, they commit errors of taste 
just as serious as wearing an onlooker’s sports 
costume for golf or an afternoon coat over an 
evening dress. 
The two négligées shown on page 73 belong 
in the boudoir. The colours—peach and apricot— 
combine beautifully with delicate lingerie, but 
they are not appropriate for formal daytime 
occasions, though they might very easily come into 
the range of colour choice accorded for one’s 
evening clothes. The coat-like lines, the wide 
sleeves, the generally comfortable and careless 
effect suggest the woman relaxed, rather than the 
same woman alert to entertain her friends.

“MADAME, WILL YOU WALK AND TALK WITH ME?” 


And, after a Fashion, She Does Both, but Neither So Well 


To-Day That One Can Be Described as the Poetry of Motion 


And the Other as the Music of the Spheres, or any Music 


\ , J] HEN thinking about all the vanity in the world, as one 
does from time to time, it’s amazing to reflect that so 
little of it is genuine. Real vanity is something worth cul- 

tivating; not at the expense of every other quality, of course, but 
with a good deal of assiduity. The other kind is a rather pathetic 
self-deception and gets one nowhere. A really vain woman studies 
to obtain excellence in her appearance, not just to fake it. She is 
not contented with shams. A dab of paint and a dust of powder 
on a rough complexion do not constitute her idea of beauty. She 
does not shirk serious hygienic treatments for the purpose of im- 
proving her looks, and she does improve them. She takes infinite 
pains with her figure, and it repays her. She considers her ward- 
robe as of particular importance, and its smartness is certainly 
an asset. But even the wise vanity of such a woman has its blank 
spots. One of these is likely to be her voice, and another her way 
of walking. She sees herself in her glass, but not in motion. She 
knows what she is saying, but she doesn’t listen to herself say- 
ing it. If she did, she would take thought. 


EW of us have naturally good voices. It seems as if our chests 

gave out a shallower sound than chests should do. And our 
habit of throwing the voice upward—which is called “talking 
through the nose’”—is a very bad one. In the French dictionary, 
“nasillard” is given as “one who speaks with a nasal twang,” 
and “nasiller” is to speak through the nose; so it must be a 
sufficiently well-recognized fault in France. The Scotch, too, have 
sometimes a strange burr. But the American nasally pitched voice 
is heard from one end of the world to the other by everybody ex- 
cept the speaker and the speaker’s friends. They, oddly enough, 
never seem to notice. 


ISTENING to one’s own voice, as a custom, is supposed to be 
injurious, and whenever an actress falls into the habit she is 
said to become affected. But, surely, any sensible woman would do 
well to consider the sound made by herself—long enough, at least, 
to change it, if she does not like it. An educated ear helps greatly 
in the cultivation of an educated voice, and it would seem that 
the more we opened ours to disagreeable tones proceeding from 
ourselves, or agreeable ones proceeding from other people, the 
sooner we'd improve. The ego that keeps us satisfied with a 
twang is most unbecoming to wise vanity. Wise vanity wants to 
make the best of itself. Blind egotism is satisfied to declare itself 
the best and quarrel with anybody who does not agree. Probably, 
the worst offenders in the voice matter have absolutely no idea 
that their metallic, high-pitched tones are open to criticism and 
would be very angry if any one called it to their attention. But 
let them listen. If once they can be induced to hear themselves 
speak and contrast their voices with deeper, softer voices, they 
may be cured and achieve that “excellent thing in woman.” 


HEN, there’s the art of walking, to which we pay no atten- 

tion. Lessons by the dozen dozen we take in dancing, in daily 
exercises, in golf, in tennis, in swimming, but none in this very usual 
way of getting about on the earth. Vogue acknowledges that it has 
presented the matter to its readers before, but if any of them ever 
noticed it the results are not very apparent in the public streets 
where lurching, lolloping, dawdling, crawling, hustling, spring- 
halting, jerking, and hip-twitching are the gaits most observable. 
That smooth, swinging step, where the leg advances from the 
upper socket, not from the knee alone, and the press of the body 
forward seems to carry it on with the free grace of an eternal 
movement, is seldom enough seen. And yet the lovely, long-legged 
girls we are developing ought to tread the ground like goddesses. 
They would, too, if they thought about it. 


HY don’t they? Why are not the arts of speaking and 

walking taught in all schools? Boys and girls needn’t 
stand badly, or move badly, or make sounds like the door creak- 
ing or the gas pipe singing if they are taken in time. The truth is 
that their parents haven’t thought this important. The training of 
the voice called ‘‘elocution” is indeed included in some courses, 
and terrible, self-conscious, recitation sometimes follows. But the 
every-day use of fine tones for ordinary speaking, of fine move- 
ments for ordinary walking, are nowhere near universal, and they 
should be. A beautiful speaking voice is no small asset, and, if 
we must be commercial about everything in order to be one hun- 
dred per cent. good American, let us hasten to state that upon 
more than one occasion we have heard of an otherwise attractive 
girl failing to get a position on account of her peacock screeches. 
Unfortunately, no timely instance illustrating the evils of slouchy 
walking occurs to us at the moment, but if any one reading as 
far as this will take the trouble to regard the fair shamblers who 
flood the streets of our cities at midday, we believe no further 
evidence will be required to prove our point. 


” ADAME, will you walk and talk with me?” savs the old 

song, and the picture before our imagination is one of 
grace and spirited charm. Meredith’s description of Clara 
Middleton running is as enchanting an account of beauty in mo- 
tion as ever was written and never was seen. And speaking of 
that, which is in his great novel, The Fgotist, brings us back 
to the egotism that is in all of us and kills our good sound 
vanity. For when any one says to an egotist, ““Your voice does not 
do your face justice, my dear, you should pitch it lower,”’ offence 
is taken and sulkiness ensues. Whereas, were the same remark 
made to the truly vain woman, she would reply, “Does it not? 
Give me time, and it shall.” This difference between egotism and 
vanity shows as much in nations as in individuals. The egotistic 
reject suggestion, scowling. The wisely vain learn, laughing. 
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FORTNIGHT overflowing with 

rich fare. So, without preliminaries: 

First and foremost stands “The 
Mikado” as Winthrop Ames presents it at 
the Royale. One feels his nice sense of 
proportion, his sensitive perception, his 
fine skill and rare finesse, his exquisite 
taste; in short, what Mr. Ames did for “Iolanthe” and “The 
Pirates of Penzance,” he has done even more beautifully for this 
‘Japanese Opera,” proving once again that the third is the 
charm. Just as the collaboration of Gilbert and Sullivan was 
one of the happiest events in the theatre of their time, so his 
collaboration with them is one of the most memorable in the 
theatre of ours. He has caught the spirit and the intent of the 
authors, is blessed with the same brand of humour, and he knows 
how to present them exactly in their mood to an audience. The 
result is an evening of beauty and of unalloyed delight. 


“THE MIKADO”’ 


RITICS sometimes become enthusiastic during a_per- 

formance, but nearly always their enthusiasm moderates later 
on. They are wont to analyse, to question, to shy away from super- 
latives, and so their enthusiasm more often than not is diluted 
before it leaves the typewriter. I can find nothing but superlatives 
to use in writing of “The Mikado.” The score, you need scarcely 
be reminded, contains enough material to make the scores of 
any four contemporary musical pieces. When one recalls how, 
in “My Maryland.” the “Your Land and My Land” number— 
utilizing the “Glory Hallelujah” chorus!—is reprised and

reprised and reprised, and how fleetingly 
Sullivan uses ‘‘He’s Going to Marry Yum- 
Yum” and “Three Little Maids from 
School,”” my statement can not be ques- 
tioned. The performers at the Royale, now 
a Gilbert and Sullivan repertory company, 
sing the lovely songs with verve, feeling, 
and appreciation. Also, they are careful to enunciate the delicious 
lyrics clearly. Indeed, the actors seem to derive as much pleasure 
from the performance as the audience. And so, in high, gay 
spirit, they dance and sing and cavort through a wonderful evening. 

The settings and costumes of Raymond Sovey are unusually 
fine. The gentlemen of Japan appear first in dulled colours— 
even the purples are part of the old-gold effect. The girls 
kimonos are of daintier tints, but it is not until the second 
act that a full brightness of colour comes forth. The et 
trance of the Mikado is marvellously beautiful. But so is the 
finale of the first part—a fairy-land of lighted lanterns and 
glittering bits of paper sprinkling the scene. It would be absurd 
to single out for praise any feature of a production so nearly perfect. 

The price of admission to “The Mikado” is just half that o! 
“The Follies” and two dollars less than most of the other big 
musical shows demand. That in itself tells much about Mr.

the start of a cruise to the 
Greek islands. Those of us 
who had been invited to go on a twenty-eight-day yachting cruise 
came on board the Eros under a Venetian moon, to find our 
belongings neatly stowed away in the cabins and everything 
ready for an early departure the next morning. We said farewell 
to Venice with an impromptu party on the deck, while an or- 
chestra played for dancing and, below us, barges with singers 
were anchored in the lagoon and gondolas drifted by. Some pass- 
ing gondolas paused to gather round us and to applaud Elsa 
Maxwell’s latest jazz and Clifton Webb’s singing to the accom- 
paniment of his ukelele. And so enchanting 
was the scene that it was far into the night 
when sleepy gondoliers took away our 
visitors and we went below. 


THE ‘“‘EROS”’ SAILS AWAY 


When we came on deck for breakfast, 
the yacht was already under way, the line 
of cabanas on the Lido beach was fading 
into the distance, and the Eros was steam- 
ing over the Adriatic towards the Dalma- 
tian coast. And surely no more enchant- 
ing cruise had ever begun! There are 
other sheltered waters where yachting is 
delightful, but nowhere are they combined 
with so much of interest to a traveller. At 
every port of the Dalmatian coast, one’s 
imagination is carried back to the days 
of Greece and Rome or the romantic age of 
the Venetian Republic, when these places 
were outposts against piracy and havens for 
the fleet. Everywhere, there are signs of for- 
gotten grandeur bearing testimony to the a ee 








shores, the grim mountains 
standing like vigilant sen- 
tinels behind them. 

After luncheon, on the first day, we went ashore at Parenzo 
on our first sightseeing adventure. Here, we saw an early 
Byzantine church, built on a spot where two classic temples 
had once stood. The keeper lifted trap-doors in the floor to show 
us the Roman pavements of the first temples, now buried by the 
Christian flagstones of the Middle Ages. In this church, as 
in many others along the Dalmatian coast, fragments from the 
ruins of former structures have been used, and, of these, the 
most interesting were the exceedingly beautiful Roman mosaics 

in marble and mother-of-pearl inlay. 


SWIMMING IN THE ADRIATIC 


Before tea, on the same day, the yacht 
stopped a mile or two offshore, and we 
had our first deep-sea bathing—which 
later became a daily event. Anything more 
delightful can not be imagined, for the 
waters of the Adriatic are fresher and 
cooler offshore; and, for those who love 
swimming, deep-sea bathing is far more 
stimulating than swimming from a beach. 
The first swim was a great adventure! A 
dinghy was let out to serve as a raft, and 
life-buoys with ropes attached were thrown 
out. Later on in the cruise, we tied these 
to the back of the motor launch and rode 
them like aquaplane boards.

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After our swim, we had tea and cock- 
tails and went on to Brione, the best-known 
watering-place of the Dalmatian coast, 
where we went ashore, after dinner, to 
dance at the Casino. This glance at Brione 
made one plan to go there for a few weeks 
in the summer, for it has a good hotel, a 
casino with a terrace on which dinner is 
served, and an enormous open-air circle 
for dancing, with an excellent jazz orches- 
tra from Vienna. There is, also, excellent 
polo, and the golf-links are said to be good. 
And it is only a few hours by boat from 
Venice. 

Our next port was Zara, a place of many 
churches and such delicious Viennese cof- 
fee that we had the waiter in the café pre- 
pare large bottles of it to take back to the 
yacht. As became the professional sightseer, 
we went to all the churches, and one in 
particular, the Duomo, a Byzantine church, 
had a beautiful gallery where, in other 
days, the women were allowed to worship. 


A STOP AT TRAU 


Of all the churches along the coast, the 
most beautiful was the church at Trau, a 
forgotten and romantic little village off 
which we dropped anchor one day just 
after lunch. From the sea, the place looked 
like the back-drop of a setting for a Rus- 
sian ballet, and, on closer view, the town 
appeared to be untouched since the four- 
teenth century. When we went ashore, we 
were received by the Captain of the port, 
who turned out to be a most delightful per- 
son and a friend of Admiral Beatty. The 
Captain was justly proud of the sights he 
showed us, including an eleventh-century

AT SPALATO 


The same day, we had another memo- 
rable swim at sea before tea-time, then 
went on our way to the next port of our 
wanderings—Spalato, where once lived the 
Emperor Diocletian and where, to-day, one 
can see the remains of the most beautiful 
private palace of ancient times. This pal- 
ace, built by Diocletian, rose up from the 
edge of the water and covered nine acres 
of ground. Within its fortified walls, 
broken only by a long, arched loggia over- 
looking the sea, was laid out a miniature 
city with a market-place or public square, 
bordered by a colonnade of surpassing clas- 
sic beauty. At one side, there remains, now 
used as a church, the tomb of Diocletian, 
which was conceived on such a noble scale 
and is of such beauty of design as to make 
one marvel at the ancient builders. From 
here, the Adam brothers derived their 
greatest inspiration, and one can trace the 
delicate details that so impressed the minds 
of these later builders. 

In the narrow streets of this little town, 
we found shops with bathing-suits and 
sweaters, the like of which we have never 
seen, and ever afterwards we looked in 
vain when ashore for more discoveries of 
this sort. 

Sailing away that afternoon, we came 
to anchor at dark off the shore of a little

And it is these very atten- 
tions to every minute detail that gives her the lead in smartness 
over the more. beautiful, but less well-groomed American. 


PUTTING BEAUTYon A SYSTEMATIC BASIS 


The answer to all this is that smart American women are 
always in a hurry and rush and can not possibly achieve in a 
few moments what Frenchwomen spend hours in perfecting. The 
Frenchwoman has a systematic methed of taking care of her- 
self. Her régime of beauty culture is carefully mapped out, and 
nothing is allowed to interfere with it. Mornings are devoted to 
beautifying herself. Except on special occasions, one scarcely ever 
meets a Frenchwoman of fashion before the luncheon hour.

How differently the average smart American woman goes 
about the business of the day! All during the morning, the tele- 
phone by her bed is ringing. Hasty notes are scribbled; orders 
for the day are hurriedly dispatched. The children come running 
in and out of the room while she is collecting people for lunch- 
eon, for bridge, or a hastily planned dinner followed by the 
play. No time for massage or hair-tonic—the manicurist once a 
week, the coiffeur only when the hair needs a shampoo! Half an 
hour before lunch, she jumps out of bed, plunges into her bath 
and out again, and hurries into her clothes. A bit of cream on 
the face is followed by dabs of powder and lipstick not always 
put on with care. A shake, a comb, and a pat to the bobbed head, 
then the little hat is crushed on to cover any roughness or un- 
curled ends. “My gloves, Marie, my bag, a handkerchief—any 
one will do—!” and off she flies, fifteen minutes late for a 
luncheon engagement. Hurry, hurry, hurry! One woman told us 
that she had been half an hour late for an appointment in the 
morning and had not been able to catch up with herself until 
the next day! 

There is only cne way to correct these shortcomings, and that 
is for the woman of fashion to systematize her beautifying. Even 
if she gives up only one hour of her very busy morning each day, 
if she outlines a routine and is adamantine about brooking no 
interruptions during that hour, the change in her appearance will 
be very noticeable in a short time. 

This hour should be started with twenty minutes of brisk 
exercises, best taught her by a professional gymnast so that they 
will be the correct ones, and these should be done with much 
deep breathing and with the window open. Then follows a warm 
scented bath with cold water to the preferred degree turned on 
at the end of the bath. After that, a brisk rub will send the 
blood tingling through the veins. Ten minutes flat on the back 
with every muscle relaxed is marvellously restful after the bath, 
if one wishes to feel truly luxurious.

HOW FIRM % FOUNDATION! 


The cleansing and making-up of the face and neck may vary 
according to the method that each individual even‘ually works 
out as best suited to her particular self, but it must be scrupu- 
lously done. One of the best régimes starts with a cleansing lotion, 
followed by a few moments’ application of a clean wash-cloth 
that has been wrung out in rather warm water—this to be 
followed by generous dashes of cold water. The preferred face 
tonic or astringent lotion comes next—unless one has chosen 4 
convenient cream that needs no additional preparation. Nothing 
heavy or greasy should be put on to clog the pores, although one 
of the good before-powdering lotions can be advised safely. The 
final make-up must produce a smooth, velvety effect of natural- 
ness.

NEW 


HE average bathroom 
is dull and uninterest- 
ing. But even the whit- 
est and most ‘‘sanitary-look- 
ing” need not be given up 
as quite hopeless. In the tiny 
apartment, one can not permit 
one’s imagination to run to sunken tubs and colourful mosaics 
nor to glorious frescoes and murals, but great changes can be 
effected and the bathroom transformed for the better. Although 
the white tiles, once they are there, present a difficulty, one can 
pass on to happier details, with a sigh for the inevitable. 
_ White tiles, like cream walls, have become such an institution 
in the city apartment that many people accept them as though 
some decree enforcing them had been issued and have never dis- 
covered that tiles are made in colours. But tiles may be had in a 
variety of delicate shades, and, when used alone or in combina- 
tion with another or even two colours, they make a most attractive 
bathroom. When it is possible, the entire bathroom can be tiled 
with Dutch tiles and picture tiles such as were used in the charm- 
Ing room made for Marie Antoinette, in the Chateau of Ram- 
bouillet. 

If a colour scheme of blue and yellow is chosen for the bathroom, 
the tiles might be blue and the walls tinted a soft yellow. Set in, 
a little below the point where the wall and tiling meet, there 
could be a very narrow band of yellow tiles or, perhaps, lav- 
ender tiles, giving emphasis and character and making a smart

finish. This colour scheme 
could be carried out by the 
window-curtains, the window- 
shade, the shower curtain, the 
linen, and the glassware. The 
wall-space above the tiling, 
or the entire wall-space when 
there is no tiling, may be tinted almost any colour. Cerulean- 
blue, Italian-pink, a delicate mauve, or a jade-green are all 
delightful colours, and, with any of them, charming schemes 
can be worked out. Cerulean-blue combines attractively with 
Italian-pink or with yellow or mauve. Mauve is effective 
with jade-green or with yellow. 

When a gay and sophisticated effect is desired, the modern 
mural artist is to be congratulated on the amusing combina- 
tions that he achieves with frescoes in colour and with con- 
trasts of silver, gold, and black. Great imagination is 
shown in the work of Gardner Hale, an example of which is 
shown in the bathroom of Mrs. Walter Lewisohn, illustrated 
at the beginning of this article. This type of decoration 
lends itself particularly well to small, intimate rooms; and, 
although it is particularly appropriate for dressing-rooms 
and small reception-rooms, it is also suitable for the bath- 
room where the wall-space is sufficiently large to accom- 
modate it. Some very smart rooms of this type have also been 
done by Victor White. in New York, and by Rateau, in France, 
with gold or silver paper used as a background and then

curious, irregular effect and _ thus 
achieves the appearance of depth and 
a semi-antique finish. 

Of course, one of the most popular, 
inexpensive, and decorative treatments 
for the bathroom wall is the use of 
wall-paper. Bathroom papers are to be 
found with a marbleized finish, as 
well as in a great variety of enter- 
taining designs. When they have been 
given a coat of shellac, which not only 
tones them down, but renders them 
semi-waterproof, they are very service- 
able. Probably nothing could be smarter 
than a suitable scenic paper or one 
in chinoiserie. 

When the wall-space permits, there 
is no form of decoration more enchant- 
ing than that created by the use of 
mirrors, either as panels in the wall 
or as an entire wall surface on which 
can be painted suitable subjects, such 
as the overhanging willow-tree shown 
recently by Paul Ruhlmann in a French 
exhibit of intérieurs modernes. Mirrors 
immediately give an impression of 
great depth and spaciousness and com- 
pletely dispel any feeling of oppression 
caused by walls and a low ceiling. 

Another treatment of great distinc- 
tion and one well adapted to a bath- 
room is that of painted architecture 
and marbleized walls. This treatment 
retains all the dignity and refinement 
of the classic tradition.

This system of exercises, relaxation, 
and thorough cleansing is the very 
least that the smart woman should fol- 
low for beautifying each morning, 
and yet many begrudge even that smail 
amount of time and think that if their 
skin gets a thorough-going treatment 
once a week it is sufficient. In our 
dusty, windy larger cities, cleansing 
must be frequent and thorough. Thrice 
a day—in the morning, before dinner, 
and at bedtime all of these rites must 
be followed. 

Powders and rouge are another im- 
portant detail. The Frenchwoman has 
her powder blended by an expert, or 
she herself painstakingly searches until 
she finds one that exactly matches her 
skin, and then she has two shades, one 
for the daytime and a lighter one for 
evening. This also applies to rouge, 
for rouge must be of a much fainter 
tint for daylight than for artificial light. 
Every woman should have two or three 
shades of lipstick, for a pinkish crim- 
son never looks well with yellow or 
orange, while the sealing-wax red that 
looks so smart in the daytime is a de- 
cidedly wrong note with delicate flesh 
and pink evening shades. 

Keeping the hair in perfect condition 
is one of the most important elements 
of beauty, and at least half of the 
Frenchwoman’s smartness is due to her 
beautifully groomed hair and to the 
fact that, when she once chooses her 
style of coiffure, she sticks to it until 
each wave or lock falls into place at 
the touch of a comb from weeks of 
training in the same direction. In 
America, the coiffure is changed every 
time one woman says to another, “My 
dear, I have found the most won- 
derful new hair-dresser; you must go 
to him at once!” The result is that 
the hairs don’t know which way to turn 
and produce a rough appearance, no 
matter how much they are combed and 
patted into place. 

The hands also require a great deal 
of attention, especially during the win- 
ter months and a soothing lotion or 
cream should be used each time after 
the hands have been in water. It is 
not a rare sight—although it is a sad 
contrast—to see brightly polished nails 
on hands that are red and chapped or 
cracked around the cuticle. Cuticle oil 
or salve each night, together with a 
good skin emollient, would prevent this. 

Perfume is another aid to vanity 
much misunderstood by American 
women. In France, a chic woman se- 
lects the perfume that she likes and 
thinks an expression of her personality 
and then clings to the one scent and 
uses no other. And she uses it gener- 
ously. The sachet bags in which she 
keeps her lingerie, gloves, handker- 
chiefs, and other accessories, her soap, 
bath salts, talcum powder, and two 
shades of face powder (one for the 
daytime and one for night) will all be 
in the same fragrance as her toilet- 
water and perfume. This scent will 
then be a part of her, and a whiff of 
the same perfume elsewhere will im- 
mediately recall her and be as much an 
expression of her personality as her 
favourite colour or flower. 

THE PERFECTED ENSEMBLE 


Frenchwomen are very strict about 
ensembles that match in every possible 
detail.

S natural as the spirit of festivity 

is the spirit of philanthropy at 
Christmas time. Welfare organizations 
have proved this, time after time, by 
making their appeals between Thanks- 
giving and Christmas. One of the most 
interesting of these appeals, and one 
about which very little is known by 
people in general—although they con- 
tribute generously—is the “tuberculosis 
movement.” Each year, the Christmas 
seals for this charity are bought in 
company with an assortment of more 
commercial ones and, perhaps, used 
without thought of their interesting 
mission. Vaguely, one knows that the 
money goes to a tuberculosis fund. Be- 
yond that, one does not go. And like 
many “‘beyonds,” the story of these 
little messengers of health is both ro- 
mantic and dramatic. 


THE DEBUT OF THE CHRISTMAS STAMP 


It is twenty years since the first sale 
of Christmas seals was held in Mary- 
land for the purpose of raising funds 
for a tuberculosis hospital. The total 
receipts were three thousand dollars, 
In 1926, five million, ninety-eight thou- 
sand dollars was realized in a nation- 
wide sale, all but five per cent. of which 
was spent to check and prevent tuber- 
culosis in the communities where the 
money was raised. The remaining five 
per cent. financed the headquarters of 
the National Tuberculosis Association 
for the nation-wide war against the 
disease. Comparing these figures, it be- 
comes obvious why Christmas seals 
are now almost the sole support of this 
organization. From newsboy to finan- 
cier, they are purchased, and in quanti- 
ties ranging from one to thousands of 
dollars. Society women, school children, 
clubs, industrial firms, and department 
stores place them on their mail, some- 
times for a month ahead of the holi- 
days. 

The idea of using a stamp for phil- 
anthropic purposes may be traced back 
to the so-called “Charity Stamps” sold 
by crinolined ladies of the South during 
the Civil War, for the relief of the 
Confederate soldiers. Later, in Europe, 
seals appeared now and then to raise 
money for various causes. In 1903, 
however, an obscure Danish postal 
clerk named Einar Hoelbell conceived 
the idea of placing Christmas stamps 
upon holiday greeting cards to raise 
funds to build a hospital for tubercu- 
lous children. Hoelbell, in his unselfish 
zeal, secured the support of the Danish 
royal family and leading government 
officials for the undertaking. The fol- 
lowing year, Denmark’s first national 
tuberculosis Christmas seal sale took 
place with such amazing success that 
other countries soon adopted the plan. 

Four years later, Jacob Riis, one of 
the pioneer social service leaders of 
America, received a letter from home. 
His mother country was Denmark, and, 
on the letter, he noticed a gay little seal 
with a health message. In his next 
letter, he inquired about it, and so en- 
thusiastic did he become over this 
scheme for financing public health 
work that he wrote an article for the 
Outlook in which he described its 
origin and organization. It was a 
timely message, for, at that time, Miss 
Emily Bissell, of Delaware, was anx- 
iously seeking a way to obtain funds 
for a small tuberculosis sanatorium in 
her state. In the sale of the penny

That was in 190g and 
the proceeds amounted to one hundred 
and thirty-five thousand dollars The 
Red Cross began to see possibilities in 
the undertaking. Two years later it 
made an agreement with the Nationa 
Tuberculosis Association, giving to the 
younger body its name, its emblem 
and sufficient capital to finance the 
seal sale. The Red Cross was to re. 
ceive a small percentage of the com 
tributions to ensure it against financial 
loss, and the money realized was to be 
spent only for anti-tuberculosis work 
according to national, state, and locl 
needs. 

The friendly partnership lasted for 
ten years. Then, in 1919, it was dis. 
solved because the American Red Cros 9 
wished to perpetuate its Roll Call be. P 
gun during the Great War, and it did § 
not wish to appeal to the public for © 
funds more than once a year. Mor- 
over, the Christmas seal could now 
stand alone. State and _ local associa 
tions for tuberculosis work had sprung 
up; hundreds of hospitals and sana- 
toriums for the care of the sick had 
been built; preventive measures such 
as nutrition classes, summer camps, 
and open-air schools were in operation, 
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WHAT THE SEAL ACCOMPLISHES 


The Christmas seal has, from the 
beginning, been an educational medium 
of great significance. Through it, either 
as purchasers or as workers in the cam 
paign, millions of people have learned 
of the nature and prevention of this 
disease and communities have been 
aroused to a deeper study of their i 
dividual and public health problems 
The nation as a whole understands 


more fully the importance of tuber:

village in the Straits of Sabbioncello. 
The moon was full, and the whitewashed 
village, from which no light showed ex- 
cept an oil lantern at the end of the 
little jetty, lay bathed in the moonlight, 
with towering black mountains behind.

It was as if the great 
world passed by with only a wave of 
the hand, and the little village went 
on sleeping, as it had for centuries, 
with little more than this contact with 
the outer world. 


THE DALMATIAN COAST 


The Dalmatian Coast is a land of 
tombs, a place where the past is almost 
forgotten, a place where the dead were 
not even allowed to rest in peace, for, 
in the ancient Roman cemeteries, the 
crude stone tombs have been hacked 
open by the chisel of the barbarian and 
looted of whatever remained within.

To our astonishment, they wanted 
to trade with us, instead of selling 
their wares for gold. A pair of shoes 
or a straw hat could have been traded 
for the entire contents of the boat-load 
of junk, and we were much amused by 
the arguments between rival tradesmen 
at the appearance of some trifle from 
our personal possessions. 

Corfu was the first Greek town we 
came to, and, once we were on shore, 
we were conscious of its breath of the 
Orient. The narrow streets suggested 
Oriental bazaars, which we were to 
see much of later on, and the squalid 


little shops, which had nothing to 
tempt one, were very colourful, 
with their brilliant bits of cotton 


and poor wearing apparel dangling 
in profusion from every shop front. 
One fruit shop, tucked away under an 
arched colonnade, whitewashed in 
green, was the most beautiful sight of 
its kind I have ever seen. There were 
heaps of melons and peppers and 
onions, huge baskets of figs and 
peaches, fruits that were unfamiliar to 
me, and a pile of aubergines heaped 
up against the pink wall of the in- 
terior of the shop, like potatoes or 
apples in a farm storehouse. We went 
back again to see this shop, and the 
memory of it lured us to the big 
market-place near the jetty at the last 
moment before boarding the tender. 
From Corfu, we crossed to the 
Greek mainland and went ashore at 
a tiny port. From here, we motored for 
an hour into the mountains, to the 
famous oracle of Delphi, an enchanted

And, having settled upon a theory for 
herself—so one surmises—, Madame 
Lanvin proceeded to carry it out as an 
artist should. The uncut hair coiled in 
back the way hair used to be coiled, 
the long ear-drops of diamonds and 
onyx, and the simple black silk frock, 
of correct line, but unadorned, are just 
right. Around her throat is a tight 
necklace of splendid pearls, and, in the 
buttonhole of her collar is one of her 
proudest possessions—her chevalier’s 
ribbon of the Legion of Honour. 

If any one thinks that the word 
artist is used too freely in connection 
with Paris dress creation, one should 
see and talk to Madame Lanvin to be 
convinced of the error of this opinion. 
She is one of those uncommon in- 
dividuals who carry with them the 
aura of greatness. You might observe 
her anywhere without knowing who 
she was and still be sure that she was 
a personality of some sort—a woman of 
importance. Some of this impression 
might come from her voice, which is 
“placed” like that of an actress or a 
public speaker, but, mostly, it would be 
from her air of authority. 


A SETTING FOR MADAME LANVIN 


The correct setting for her is her 
own study on the second floor of her 
dressmaking establishment in the rue 
du Faubourg-Saint-Honoré in Paris. 
Three walls of this room are lined to 
the ceiling with shelves filled with tall 
folios—costume books, many of them 
rare, the trophies of a long career of 
collecting. And below the books are 
floor shelves crammed with folded 
pieces of weavings—antique brocades, 
silks, and cloths from China, India, 
Persia, Spain, France—from wherever 
looms have produced beautiful and 
original things. The majority of these 
pieces Madame Lanvin herself has 
picked up in odd corners of the earth. 

Most of the better-class dressmaking 
houses in Paris make collections of 
this sort—“documentation,” as it is 
called—, but this one is the largest 
of all. It is probably the most important 
collection of “fashioniana” owned by 
any private individual. 

The fourth wall of the room has a 
special interest. On both sides of the 
central pilaster (itself covered with 
book-shelves) is a recessed nook with 
an upper curtained skylight anda back 
wall consisting of a single mirror. 
These two great mirrors apparently 
double the size of the study. 

Here, in an environment symbolizing 
her great culture and erudition, Ma- 
dame Lanvin accomplishes her work. 
Usually, the chairs are covered with 
dress materials and embroideries that 
she is studying; for, in a very real way, 
Madame Lanvin directly creates every 


model bearing her signature. She ; 
not a mere vague “‘inspiration” sg 
known employed designers, ag is ‘ 
often the case in the couture. But sh 
has her own way of working, Attached 
to her office is a studio of artists, tw 
of whom have worked with he 
many years and understand her i 
well. To these, she gives her ideas 4 
concretely as she can, and th " 
them up in‘o sketches, Then, she cor. 
rects the sketches and adds further 
gestions. Sometimes a drawing can 
fifteen or twenty times before it guis 
her; but, then, it is complete in all de. 
tails and her expert dressmakerg 
out the drawing in the dress material 
So well is the House of Lanvin 
known and the importance of Lanvin 
creations in fashion understood, that 
it is not necessary to speak of either 
here. And the story of her career, too 
is familiar—how she began as a mi. 
liner, then designed frocks for he 
little girl—the little girl who is now, 
figure in Parisian society—, and ws 
inspired by them to become a children's 
couturiére, a branch of activity thi 
she has never dropped, by the way; 
and how, in 1890, at her present a 
dress in the rue du Faubourg-Sain- 
Honoré, she opened a complete dres- 
making establishment in a modest my 
and almost at once rose to a suprematy 
that she has never lost.

London for future generations, where- 
as, if they had remained in Greece, 
they would have been destroyed even- 
ually by the weather. 

Much could be written of the riches 
of this plateau, serenely overlooking 
the world and still defying man, but, 
in the midday heat of Athens, we 
became mere humans and fled to a res- 
taurant, where we partook of a de- 
licious lunch. We had a pilaf of chicken, 
then a vegetable course of stuffed pep- 
pers filled with rice mixed with cur- 
rants, chopped almonds, and mint. 
Heaping dishes of sliced melons, figs, 
peaches, and plums, covered with 
shaved ice, were served as dessert. 

One night, before we left Athens, 
we took a picnic supper and motored 
out to see the Temple of Neptune, at 
Sunium, by moonlight. It was a two- 
hour drive by roads that I do not care 
to remember, but the horror of the ad- 
venture was well repaid by the thrill- 
ing sight of the ruins on the edge of 
the sea. When the moon rose over the 
little islands and bays of the shore- 
line, this spot, like all the others, be- 
came enchanted. 

From Athens, we went to Constanti- 
nople, seeing Gallipoli en route. One 
could hardly realize that this narrow 
neck of land at the entrance to the 
Dardanelles, deserted of life in the hot 
summer sunlight, marked by a tall 
cbelisk of marble pointing to the blue 
skies, was the scene of the most tragic 
moment of the whole War. As the 
yacht passed almost within hailing dis- 
tance of the shore, we could see the 
famous V beach, of the historic land- 
ing, which only twelve years ago was 
covered with dead and dying. The 
scene was all the more interesting be- 
cause of the presence of a fellow guest 
on the yacht, Brigadier-General As- 
pinall, who was chief of staff under Sir 
Ian Hamilton during the Gallipoli 
campaign. While we stood on the 
bridge with our glasses, he pointed out 
every foot of the way and pictured the 
scene for us, from the break of dawn 
to nightfall of that first tragic day of 
landing. Later, on our way back from 
Constantinople, through the kind ef- 
forts of the British Embassy there, we 
were permitted to go on shore and 
motored across the narrow bit of land 
to Anzac beach, where the Australians 
landed and fought their way up the 
steep cliffs, to dig themselves in on the 
brink of a precipice and hang there 
for months, amid the horrors of an 
unparalleled campaign. There are no 
chell holes, such as there were on the 
battle-fields of the western front, but 
the country for miles is threaded by 
trenches and passages that bear tes- 
timony to a continual hand-to-hand 
warfare of the most diabolical sort. 


WE CRUISE TO CONSTANTINOPLE 


In coming to Constantinople, we re- 
membered again that the sun still 
shines. In fact, it was already high in 
the sky, and we missed seeing the 
gilded domes touched by its first rays, 
for it was long after sunrise when we 
came in sight of the city. When we 
were opposite the mouth of the river, 
the Golden Horn, which empties into 
the harbour, the city presented a 
splendid sight, with its slopes covered 
with the domes of mosques and slen- 
der needles of minarets. 

The waters of the Golden Horn are 
thick with the strange barques and 
picturesque rowboats, gaily painted 
and upholstered in magenta, green, and 
orange velvets, canopied with scal- 
loped awnings, and manned by the 
ferrymen of the harbour, dressed in 
shirt sleeves and disorder.

We were told that Constantinople is 
not Turkey and that we must go in- 
land to see the real character of the 
country. So we made the pilgrimage to 
Brusa. Brusa is real Turkey in Asia, 
a town of over one hundred thousand 
people, situated on slopes overlooking 
a lovely valley dotted with groves of 
poplar-trees. From a view above the 
town, the low houses are almost hid- 
den by enormous spreading chestnut- 
trees, and the market-place, where 
there were herds of goats, fruit-stalls 
under fig-trees, picturesque cobblers 
and ironmonger shops, is shaded like 
some cool garden by the spreading 
branches. In Brusa, there is the fa- 
mous Green Mosque, which is white 
marble without and veneered within 
with beautiful blue-green tiles. The 
Turkish baths are also a sight of great 
interest, for they are very old and very 
beautiful. In a men’s bath, which was 
all of white marble, there was a natural 
hot pool in the centre of a round room, 
with Byzantine columns supporting a 
dome from which greenish lights 
streamed in. However, according to the 
ladies of the party who visited the 
women’s Turkish bath, the contrast 
was very great, for there the scene 
was squalid. But Turkey is a country 
where man is all-important, and, in 
the case of the Turkish bath, he is 
housed in a fitting temple. 

After our serious sightseeing in 
Brusa, we went to the Bazaar, which 
is a miniature copy of those in Con- 
stantinople. There, all of the party 
bought beautiful Turkish towels. 

Leaving Turkey, we sailed due 
south to Rhodes, a place one hears 
of little, but which is, nevertheless, 
one of the most charming places in 
the Near East. Quite apart from the 
legend of the famous Colossus of 
Rhodes,. this island has a more recent 
and tangible claim to history. It was 
one of the most important of the 
Crusader Kingdoms in the thirteenth 
and fourteenth centuries, and the re- 
mains of its glory, so beautifully re- 
stored by the Italian Government, were 
one of the great sights of these travels. 
The little walled and fortified harbour 
of the days of the Crusaders is still 
filled with picturesque fishing-smacks, 
and the tiny quay is bordered with 
cafés shaded by grape arbours. Here, 
in the old walled town, is the famous 
“Street of the Knights,” where the 
various Crusader’s orders were housed. 


THE STREETS OF RHODES 


Everywhere in Rhodes, the narrow 
streets are paved with white pebbles 
into which are worked flower designs, 
moons and stars, and other devices 
in black pebbles, and the streets of the 
bazaar are shaded by grape arbours. 
And that is not all, for Rhodes offers 
the visitor the beautiful new Hotel 
des Rose, run under the management 
of the Excelsior at the Lido. Its beach 
has enchanting bathing cabins, and, in 
fact, it is an ideal place for a summer 
holiday—and quite accessible, for it is 
only four days from Venice by boat, via 
the Dalmatian coast and Greece. And it 
is well worth visiting, with its harbour 
dotted with sailboats and _ Italian 
men-of-war, its smart-looking cadets 
parading the water-front at night, its 
funny old carriages that jog along 
under the shaded trees, and the neat 
whitewashed villas that give it a tropi- 
cal, colonial touch—not to mention the 
bar of the Hétel des Rose. 

From Rhodes, we sailed once more 
to the western shores of Greece, touch- 
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ing at a tiny fishing yi] 

we found motors, or rather gees 
Fords, and, after a Painful rid 0 
more than an hour, we sides 
Olympia.

THE SANTORINI 


On our way from Rhodes to Olyn- 
pia, we anchored for a few hours jn 
the harbour of the volcanic group of 
islands called Santorini. From the deck 
of the yacht, these islands have a 
weird appearance. On one side js q 
yellow sulphurous volcano, and, on the 
other, a crescent-shaped island with 
steep cliffs that rise almost perpen- 
dicularly from the sea and wall in the 
harbour like a fortification. Perched 
on the crest of the cliffs, on a narrow 
plateau not more than one hundred 
yards wide, is a phantom village that 
grows out of the rocks and has been 
smeared with whitewash so that, in 
the noon light, it turns every colour of 
grey and white and reminds one of 
the African landscape painted by 
Bernard Boutet de Monvel. Donkeys 
carried us from the landing to the 
village, a thousand feet above, reached 
by broad steps cut in the rocks. About 
the jetty where we left the boat floated 
a chalky grey substance like refuse, 
which turned out to be nuggets of 
pumice-stone, which tumble down the 
mountains here and there. 

This stop brought us near the end 
of our cruise. One afternoon, we left 
Greece for the shores of Italy, our 
yacht passing close to the island of 
Cytheria, where Venus was born, ac- 
cording to the French Baedeker. (The 
English Baedeker admits only that 
she was supposed to have been bom 
there.) In any case, it seemed fitting 
that the Eros should salute the island 
of Cytheria. We then steamed on our 
way to Naples, stopping for a few 
hours off the shores of the southem 
part of Italy, to visit the little-seen 
temples at Pesto. These are, perhaps, 
the best-preserved Greek temples ™ 
existence, but very difficult to reach. 
They now stand about a mile from 


the shore, on the edge of a marsh, but

“THE LETTER” 


ATHARINE CORNELL is the 
other and the real murderess, 
Somerset Maugham the man responsi- 
ble for the crime. The initial curtain 
of “The Letter” rises on her pump- 
ing bullets into the body of a fellow 
already down. She tells her story to her 
husband and their lawyer. She is about 
to be brought to trial, with everything 
in her favour, when a letter that she 
wrote her victim turns up. The attorney 
buysand suppresses it. She is acquitted. 
But, then, she must find ten thousand 
dollars to pay for the letter. She is 
obliged to confess to her husband that 
the man she killed was her lover. It is 
a tense tale containing two weaknesses 
that may prove fatal. One is that 
the first act and the last are very 
much alike—they both hinge on a con- 
fession by Mrs. Crosbie, and the con- 
fessions themselves are woefully similar 
in tone. The other weak spot is a whole 
scene that has no value whatsoever 
to the play and as drama is nil. The 
attorney buys the letter—that is all. 
The réle that Miss Cornell essays in 
this contemporary Scarlet Letter is as 
difficult as can be imagined. It is all in 
one mood. Starting at high tension, it 
never lets down for an instant. Every 
moment of the evening, the actress is 
required to be taut. With no oppor- 
tunity for variety, she must some- 
how shade the part. She has not 
even sympathy to aid her; Leslie 
Crosbie is cold, calculating, two-faced, 
relentless. In the London production, 
her second confession is acted out in 
a flash-back, and that, showing the 
provocation for the murder, may give 
the heroine a measure of sympathy. 
3ut in the version used here, she has 
nothing to assist her. Miss Cornell’s 
task is tremendous, and her achieve- 
ment truly remarkable. Her impersona- 
tion is afire, subtle, unflinchingly 
powerful.

“THE BABY CYCLONE”’ 


FTER a too-long silence, George 
M. Cohan has suddenly burst out 
with two pieces of his own composi- 
tion. ‘“‘The Baby Cyclone” is a farce 
with a Pekinese as the devil of the 
machine. The diminutive dog imperils 
two households. The mistress of one 
maddens her husband by her constant 
cooing over the animal, so the poor 
wretch gives it away to a passer-by. 
The recipient is a girl who behaves 
with it exactly as the donor's wife did. 
Consequently, the girl’s fiancé nearly 
loses his mind also. In the end, how- 
ever, every one returns to what might 
be termed sanity and marriage. 

Cohan’s resourcefulness as a play- 
wright was never more fully shown. 
For, from the slenderest material, he 
has fashioned a farce that has speed 
and is nearly always interesting and 
diverting. Only in the final act does it 
slow down a bit, but not enough seri- 
ously to affect its fortunes. By all sorts 
of ruses, twists, and turns the Yankee 
Doodle Boy—now a man—keeps the 
ball in the air. You laugh uproariously, 
even while you consider yourself silly 
for laughing. Don’t all good farces 
have that effect? 

Grant Mitchell’s name is in lights, 
but the real stars are Spencer Tracy 
as the distracted husband and Joseph 
Allen as the policeman. Tracy’s work 
has vigor, sincerity, and a true sense 
of the seriousness with which farce 
must be played to be fully effective.

EMINISCENCES of the career 

of a great artist must always be 
interesting and, in the case of Emma 
Eames, exceptionally so, for she was a 
leading member of the most remark- 
able group of singers ever heard on the 
stage. What she has to tell us of her 
family and education in “SOME MEM- 
ORIES AND REFLECTIONS” (D. Appleton 
and Company) describe an environ- 
ment and an early life that would seem 
not at all the soil from which an 
operatic singer would be likely to 
spring, but the strength of character 
that she inherited and the training that 
she received were potent forces that 
would have led to success even without 
her two great gifts, a brilliant voice 
and a beautiful face. She was ideally 
suited in appearance for her first roles, 
“Juliette” and “Marguerite,” and 
Gounod’s music seemed as if written 
for her voice, so her début in the 
former part took Paris by storm, and 
her “Marguerite” has ever since re- 
mained a standard. “Aida” was, per- 
haps, the opera in which she reached 
the highest point of which she was 
capable, and, as the Countess in “Le 
Nozze di Figaro,” she was so satisfying 
to the eye in her perfect costume that 
her lovely singing of the music seemed 
more than one had the right to expect. 
Her marriage with the son of W. W. 
Story, Esq. placed her in the very best 
society at home and in Europe; her 
profession, of course, brought her in 
contact with all the musicians and 
composers, so that a list of her friends 
and acquaintances would include every 
one worth knowing on both sides of 
the Atlantic, from Edward VII. down- 
wards. Prima donnas must lead inter- 
esting lives, on and off the stage, but 
no opera could furnish so exciting an 
experience as the San Francisco earth- 
quake and fire that occurred on the 
day set for Madame Eames’s appear- 
ance there. During the terrible events 
of the following days, she and her 
colleagues of the company were forced 
to sleep on the ground by the roadside 
and, finally, escaped from the flaming 
city with literally nothing but the 
clothes on their backs. Her resolution 
to retire from the stage at forty was 
characteristic and, perhaps, wise, 
though, at the time, it appeared extra- 
ordinary that a woman still beautiful 
and at the height of her career should 
withdraw into private life. 


ANY writers have written about

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him—and in doing so draws down the 
eternal hate of the family, who take 
the first opportunity to get rid of her. 
She succeeds in so far that his great 
experiment succeeds, but more than 
that she can not accomplish in the face 
of such great odds. Meanwhile, the 
family are trying to emulate the 
splendour and social position of “the 
house across the street” in a huge 
party for the débutante daughter pay- 
ing no attention to the doctor’s final 
experiment nor to his impending 
nervous breakdown. The whole affair 
ends disastrously when the family 
across the street, whose daughter the 
doctor’s son has coerced into marriage, 
suddenly goes bankrupt, the doctor 
nearly dies, and Miss Mapes is ex- 
pelled. The narrating of this story is 
dramatic and powerful, somewhat after 
the fashion of Virginia Woolf. The 
action, for instance, is limited in time 
and reaches its climax during a large 
party. It is not, however, so full of 
bewildering thought-pictures as Miss 
Woolf’s novels. Taken all in all, “Black 
Stream” would be a very creditable 
work were it not for the unnecessary 
morbidity of the plot. 


ISS JEAN RHYS has written 

a number of sketches that she 
calls “THe Lert BANK” (Harper and 
Brothers). They are very clever, very 
physical—not stories exactly, though 
each has a slight thread of narrative 
running through it; just pictures of 
life on the bank, shall we say of the 
Styx or of the Seine? She describes 
people who are leading what is called 
a life of pleasure, though, from her 
account, they do not seem to get much 
out of it, whether the scene is laid in 
Paris, Vienna, or the Antilles. The 
greater part of the book, however, is 
concerned with strugglers and what are 
called “down and outers,” male and 
female. Prisoners, prostitutes, old 
paupers, working girls—the author 
shows such people with extraordinary 
insight, painting them with few, but 
sharp touches, and so simple is her 
method that one is astonished by the 
pathos and emotion conveyed, as it 
were, unintentionally. The world is a 
hard place for such as these, but, 
though one feels this poignantly, one 
feels also the goodness and a strange 
sort of beauty that lies under these 
sordid lives. ‘La Grosse Fifi” is an 
example of the way in which the 
author can create sympathy for a 
woman who is at first sight merely 
repulsive. “In a French Prison” and 
“Sidi” are almost unbearably sad; one 
feels as if the lid had been lifted from 
some dark pit, and one does not dare 
to think of what lies at the bottom. It 
was really superfluous to review this 
book, for Mr. Ford Maddox Ford has 
written a preface for it that sums up 
its remarkable qualities exhaustively 
and is also a charming description in 
itself of the famous “Quartier.”

ONOTONY, that dreaded spec- 

tre that haunts the kitchen, 
seems to lurk most frequently in the 
bread box. Even the hostess who 
ponders the question of “something 
different” on her menus is apt to over- 
look the possibility of variety in the 
types of bread she serves. To be sure, 
a hostess must give special consider- 
ation to her choice of breads, making 
sure that they are sufficiently well 
baked to be wholesome and choosing 
those that do not interfere with diets 
followed for the sake of health or 
slenderness. But, even when certain 
breads are barred, there are numerous 
others that are wholesome and deli- 
cious. And family and guests alike take 
pleasure when the bread dish offers 
some novelty. 

Morning is the time par excellence 
for hot breads. A staple muffin recipe, 
delicious “as is,” but to which may be 
added chopped dates, broken walnut 
meats, raisins, or any similar ingre- 
dient, is as follows: 


PLAIN MUFFINS 
2 cupfuls flour 5 flat teaspoonfuls 
1 teaspoonful salt baking-powder 
2 tablespoonfuls sugar 1 egg 
1 cupful milk 
2 tablespoonfuls melted shortening 


One puts the salt, sugar, and baking- 
powder into the flour, sifting them all 
together. Next, the egg is beaten, the 
milk added, and the mixture beaten 
again. Then, the melted shortening is 
added. The liquids are now poured 
into the dry ingredients, and all are 
beaten together thoroughly. One table- 
spoonful of the batter should be put 
into each greased muffin-ring. The 
muffins are baked in a quick oven for 
from twenty to twenty-five minutes. 


POPOVERS 
1 cupful flour 1 egg 
1 cupful milk 1 teaspoonful melted 
butter 
1% teaspoonful salt 


Popovers, a_ distinctive American 
concoction, will pop unfailingly if the 
following instructions are observed. 
The flour and salt are sifted, and a 
well-beaten egg is mixed with the 
milk. Next, one mixes this gradually 
with the flour, adds the melted butter, 
and beats hard for two minutes. Very 
hot muffin tins are used, and the pop- 
overs are baked in a hot oven for from 
twenty to thirty minutes. The mixture 
must be cold and the oven and pans 
very hot. This recipe, incidently, has 
saved many a Sunday evening supper 
at which an unexpccted guest has 
arrived. 


OATMEAL GEMS 
2 cupfuls raw oatmeal 1 egg 
1% cupfuls sour milk 14 cupful sugar 
1 teaspoonful soda 2 tablespoonfuls 
shortening 
1 cupful flour 


Oatmeal, beloved of dieticians, some- 
times palls on younger, as well as older, 
members of the family. But it is deli- 
cious in oatmeal gems, and the quali- 
ties are as potent in them as in the 
cereal saucer. For simplicity of process 
and success, this formula is almost 
unsurpassed. The oatmeal and sour 
milk are mixed together and allowed 
to stand overnight. In the morning, 
the other ingredients are added, and 
the gems are baked in gem-pans.

First, the dry ingredients are sifted 
together. Then, the shortening and part 
of the milk are added to the well-beaten 
egg yolks, and the dry materials are 
stirred into the mixture. The remain- 
der of milk is added next, and the 
beaten whites are folded in and beaten 
well. The batter should be smooth and 
about the consistency of thick cream. 
A tablespoonful of batter is placed in 
each compartment, near the centre, and 
the irons closed. When the edges begin 
to colour, the iron is turned, and the 
waffle is removed when both sides are 
brown. (More shortening is used in 
the waffles cooked in the electric iron, 
because none is used in greasing it.) 

College girls, discriminating as to 
palate, have popularized a_ waffle 
“dressing,” which they prefer to the 
obvious maple-syrup. It is compounded 
of granulated sugar and cinnamon and 
is delicious when blended on the hot 
surface of the waffle with pieces of 
melting butter. 


WHOLE WHEAT GRIDDLE-CAKES 


2 cupfuls whole wheat 1% teaspoonful salt 
flour 1 teaspoonful molasses 

8 teaspoonfuls baking- 1 tablespoonful melted 
powder shortening

Excellent griddle-cakes made with 
whole wheat flour are prepared by first 
sifting the dry ingredients. The milk, 
molasses, and shortening are added to 
the beaten eggs, and put into the first 
mixture. When well mixed, the cakes 
are baked on a hot, lightly greased 
griddle, turning only once. These are 
delicious with strained honey. 


CHESTNUT GRIDDLE-CAKES 

1 level teaspoonful

Another variation that produces 
cakes with an elusive, spicy flavour is 
made in the following manner. In the 
evening, one adds the milk to the well- 
beaten yolks of eggs. These are mixed 
well, the chestnut meal is put in, and 
the mixture is covered and put in a 
cool place. In the morning, the whites 
of the eggs, well-beaten, are added, 
with the baking-powder and salt. A 
hot griddle is used for baking. 

Graham _ griddle-cakes and_ those 
made with two cupfuls of warm cooked 
rice to two cupfuls of white flour are 
also certain to please. 

Maple syrup is the proper comple- 
ment to griddle-cakes—the original 
article, of course, not a diluted one nor 
an imitation. There are sufficient direct 
sources of supply in the Adirondacks 
or White Mountains to avoid commer- 
cial substitutes. The correct way to 
serve griddle-cakes when out-of-doors, 
perhaps by the camp-fire, is “Jumber- 
jack style.” “Flapjacks” are made as 
large as the griddle will permit. They 
are piled on one’s plate like layers of 
a cake, one on top of another, and 
between the cakes are lumps of butter, 
interspersed with half-melted maple 
sugar. The liquid from this is concen- 
trated syrup, and the brown grainy 
sugar and melting butter are unforget- 
tably delicious. One cuts the pile as a 
cake, giving a piece to each person. 


CHESTNUT BISCUITS 


114 cupfuls chestnut 4 tablespoonfuls sugar 


meats 2 eggs - 
¥% cupful butter 1% teaspoonful baking- 
8 tablespoonfuls flour powder 


vanilla 


Any of the recipes given are suitable 
for luncheon, as well as for breakfast. 
But, a little more appropriate for 
luncheon and dinner are hot biscuits 
and breads that may be sliced. An 
unfailing favourite is the recipe for 
chestnut biscuits. In making them, the 
chestnuts should be slit, baked till soft, 
skinned, and put through a sieve. The 


quantity given is comparative, as the 
meats vary in size. The butter should 
be rubbed into the flour. All dry in- 
gredients are mixed next, then the eggs 
added, beaten well. The vanilla is add- 
ed last of all. The dough is rolled 
out on a floured board, cut with a 
cookie cutter, and the biscuits baked 
on a greased cake pan for about twenty 
minutes. 


COLONIAL BISCUITS 

%4 cupful sour milk 
4 cupful sour cream 
% teaspoonful salt 


2 cupfuls flour 

1 level teaspoonful soda 

2 teaspoonfuls cream of 
tartar 


Colonial biscuits have the advantage 
of using both sour milk and sour cream. 
They also bake quickly, and the recipe 
is an economical one. Into one cupful 
of flour, one sifts the soda, cream of 
tartar, and salt, mixing the milk and 
cream with the rest of the flour. The 
two mixtures are put together, and just 
enough flour should be added to make 
it possible to roll the dough out very 
lightly. The dough is cut next and 
baked quickly. A full cupful of sour 
milk or about two-thirds of a cupful 
of sour cream may be used instead of 
the mixture. 

The easily made breads are many, 
and they have the advantage of con- 
taining ingredients acceptable to those 
who fear ordinary bread as a white 
phantom of indigestion. Especially 
recommended nowadays is bran bread. 
It is good when made as follows. 


BRAN BREAD 


3 cupfuls whole wheat 3 tablespoonfuls molasses 


flour 1 cupnful bran 
1 teaspoonful soda pinch of salt 
2 teaspoonfuls baking-powder 

buttermilk to make a soft dough 

All of the ingredients are stirred to- 
gether until thoroughly blended and 
baked in a moderately hot oven about 
forty-five minutes. If baked in tall 
cans, there will not be too much crust. 


CHESTNUT BREAD 
1 egg 114 cupfuls flour 
14 cupful white sugar 4 teaspoonfuls 
14 teaspeonful salt baking-powder 
1 cup chopped chestnut meats 


Both chestnut bread and date bread 
require time in which to rise, but there 
is nothing like the overnight process 
our grandmothers knew. To make the 
chestnut bread, the ingredients are 
mixed and kneaded into two loaves, 
then set to rise in a warm place for 
twenty minutes. They are baked in a 
moderate oven for from forty-five min- 
utes to an hour. This is best when 
served in thin buttered slices. 


DATE BREAD 
2 tablespoonfuls shorten- l cupful dates 
ing 1 yeast-cake 
114 cupfuls scalded milk 3 cupfuls whole wheat 
14 teaspoonful salt flour 
1 1 cupful white flour 


14 cupful molasses 


One melts the shortening in a cup of 
scalded milk, then adds salt, molasses, 
and dates cut in large pieces. A crum- 
bled yeast-cake is mixed in one-fourth 
of a cupful of scalded milk, then added 
to the first ingredients. The whole 
wheat flour and white flour are added 
and mixed to a dough, putting in, 
meanwhile, as much white flour as is 
required. The dough should be kneaded 
till smooth and elastic and, when light, 
shaped into a loaf. When again light, 
it is baked for one hour.

NEW PLAYGROUNDS FOR OLD

RE you tired of the old playgrounds ? 

The Far South beckons with prom- 
ises of new beguilements in lands that 
lie below the Equator, but not so far 
away, after all, for swift boats will 
carry you there within three weeks. The 
route is fascinating, with the spectacle 
of the Panama Canal thrown in for 
good measure, and the days will pass 
like a dream. Sailing down the west 
coast to Chile, the traveller has many 
glimpses of quaint Peruvian towns, a 
day or two in romantic old Lima, and, 
if he waits over for the next steamer, 
ample time to visit Cuzco, the ancient 
Inca capital, and lovely Arequipa, the 
City of the Bells. Then, down the 
Chilean coast with short stop-overs at 
Iquique, Mollendo, Antofagasta, and 
Coquimbo, until at length the vessel 
glides into Valparaiso and one knocks 
at the front door of one of the most 
beautiful countries in the world. The 
great seaport town climbs the steep 
slopes of the hills and looks down in 
regal fashion on the splendid half- 
moon bay, where ships from the four 
corners of the world lie at anchor. 


VALPARAISO AND SANTIAGO 


Although there are parts of the city 
that retain much of the old-world 
atmosphere, most of it is very modern, 
the swiftly gliding motor-cars and the 
smartly clad people providing ample 
evidence of up-to-dateness and sophis- 
tication. Before one has been many days 
in Valparaiso, one will probably follow 
the light-hearted crowd to Via del 
Mar, its suburb, the Trouville of Chili, 
which, with its baths, its pretty villas, 
and its superb gardens, now ranks as 
one of the most delightful resorts of the 
world. The charming little town fur- 
nishes recreation of many kinds— 
horse-racing, polo, cricket, and foot- 
ball. The polo matches between the 
Argentine and Chilean teams that 
take place every season equal the best 


to be seen anywhere and always at- 
tract huge crowds of fashionables. 
Before going to these matches or the 
races, one breakfasts in a captivating 
restaurant surrounded by palms and 
flowering plants, tinkling fountains, 
and cages containing the gay-plumaged 
warblers of the country. The race- 
track lies about a mile from the city 
in a little valley enclosed by hills that 
pile up against one another—the foot- 
hills of the Andes. Inside the track, a

palaces, churches, and theatres in a 
setting that recalls that of Innsbruck. 
The broad Avenida de las Delicias, 
with its three-mile driveway and its 
park in the centre, which runs the 
entire length, must be ranked among 
the most famous thoroughfares of the 
world, not only for the handsome 
buildings that line it on either side, 
but for the daily pageant of elegance 
that drives over it. From this splendid 
driveway, if one is not too engrossed 
by the motion-picture of Santiago on 
parade, one may see the snowy chain 
of the Andes with the great Aconcagua 
looming high above. 

Santiago is to the Chileans what 
Paris is to the French, and those who 
have acquired wealth in other parts of 
the republic invariably come here to 
spend it and enjoy themselves. It has 
an aristocracy directly descended from 
the old Conquerors and has kept its 
wealth and retained its position 
throughout all the hurly-burly of gov- 
ernmental changes. For the visitor, 
the capital city provides many attrac- 
tions in beautiful drives, a fine race- 
course, elegant and commodious clubs, 
and many theatres, of which the 
Municipal Theatre, where grand opera 
is given, is one of the most splendid 
in South America. Santiago never 
fails to captivate the tourist, not only 
with its lovely setting and climate, 
but with its atmosphere of charming 
gaiety that reminds one of the French 
capital. The air is always filled with 
the scent of flowers, violets, roses, 
magnolias, gardenias, jasmin, and 
orange-blossoms, which the Chileans 
carry through the streets in great 
bunches and sell for a song. 


SCENIC BEAUTY FOR THE TRAVELLER 


Until quite recently, most tourists 
said good-bye to Chile at Santiago as 
they hurried on to Buenos Aires on 
the other side of the continent by the 
passage of the Cordillera, forgetting 
the sublime scenery of the southern 
part of the republic—the Switzerland 
of South America. Only a few years 
ago, this part of the country was prac- 
tically a terra incognita, owing to the 
difficulties encountered in _ getting 
there, but the improved transportation 
facilities and hotel accommodations 
have brought about a decided change, 
and the beautiful lake region is now 
attracting ever-increasing numbers. 
This district, with its chain of fresh- 
water lakes and majestic snow-covered 
mountains that extend almost as far 
south as the Strait of Magellan, is 
unsurpassed by anything similar the 
world over. In many places, the 
scenery resembles that of the Alps, 
but, for the most part, it has a certain 
distinctive grandeur that precludes all 
comparisons. 

Lake Todos os Santos is certainly 


one of the most beautj :

Then, there is the little Laguna 
Fria nestling between its snow-pow- 
dered hills, amid dense forests that 
crowd to the rim of the emerald waters. 
Tronador is reflected on its eastem 
edge, at times with a huge sheet of 
snow stretching from one jagged peak 
to another, incredibly radiant in its 
whiteness when glimpsed through the 
files of dark green pines that ar 
like fingers pointing up to it. Lake 
Llanquihue is a vast sheet of water 
that recalls Lake Geneva and other 
Swiss lakes because of its clear blue 
colour and the contrasting green fields 
and hills surrounding it. The Alpine 
picture is almost complete with the 
snow-capped peaks that tower above. 
It would take a book to do justice 1 
this lake and to magnificent Nahue- 
Huapi, which, some travellers contend, 
is the grandest of all.
